In  1965,  Mr.  Alexander  graced  Bombers  with  his  presence 
and  has  been  contributing  ever  since.  Unfortunately,  this  year  will 
be  the  last  year  students  will  have  to  experience  a  hambone  lesson 
from  Mr.  Alexander.  After  thirty-two  years  of  teaching  here,  he  is 
closing  his  geography  books  and  retiring. 

Over  the  years,  Mr.  A.  has  dedicated  himself  as  a  teacher  in 
not  only  geography,  but  also  English,  drama  and  society.  Anyone 
who  has  had  the  pleasure  of  being  in  one  of  his  classes  will  remem- 
ber him  as  someone  who  could  teach  and  make  us  laugh  at  the  same 
time!  He  always  had  a  way  of  making  things  fun  which  is  evident 
by  his  forever-young  spirit.
